LDS missionaries pulled out of Colombia 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is 
recalling some of its missionaries from Colombia amid an escalation of drug-re- 
lated violence and threats in the South American nation, church officials say. 

A delegation of church general authorities spent the past week in Colombia 
monitoring the situation. While no threats have been made specifically against 
The LDS Church, they said, Americans in general have been threatened. 

Church spokesman Bruce Olsen said some of the missionaries will receive 
transfers to other countries in North and South America. Others with little 
time left on their missions will return home within the next several days. 

“T think there’s a concern because there are threats against Americans, and 
so we’re anxious, of course, to get all those missionaries on planes and en route 
home,” Olsen said. 

Some missionary work will continue in Colombia, where the church has 
60,000 members, church leaders said. They would not comment on how many 
missionaries were stationed in the country and how many would remain. 

The LDS church has been the target of increasing violence in other South 
American nations, particularly Chile and Bolivia.

ROCHESTER, Minn. — Recover- 
ing rapidly from surgery to remove 
fluid from the surface of his brain, 
former President Ronald Reagan on 
Saturday joked with visitors and read 
several newspapers, his spokesman 
said. 

“He is in excellent spirits, telling 
baseball stories and joking with his 
staff,” Reagan’s spokesman Mark 
Weinberg said. 

In reference to the removal of at 
least some of his hair for the surgery, 
Reagan quipped, “I guess my barber 
can have the week off,” Weinberg 
said. 

Shortly after awaking at 6:30 a.m. 
Saturday, Reagan underwent a fol-

geons on Friday drilled a hole in his | 
skull to remove a buildup of blood. 
Weinberg said the problem stemmed 
from a July 4 incident in which Rea- 
gan fell from a “wildly” bucking 
horse. It was detected on a routine 
physical examination. 

The “evacuation” of the puddle of | 
blood had progressed “exactly as had — 
been anticipated” as of Saturday | 
morning and doctors removed the — 
drain that had been placed on his skull - 
at the time of surgery, Weinberg 
said. 

Friday’s hour-long operation was 
led by Dr. Thoralf M. Sundt, chair- 
man of the Mayo Clinic’s department 
of neurologic surgery. Sundt, editor 
of a leading medical journal on neurol- 
ogy, was assisted by two neurologic 
surgeons, three nurses and an anes- 
thesiologist at the clinic, located 
miles southeast of Minneapolis.

Professor, student injured in plane crash 


A homemade aircraft carrying two men crashed Saturday morning on state 
highway 115 in Payson. 

Seriously injured were John Harris, 59, Springville and Darren Jared, 26, 
Oklahoma. 

According to an article that appeared in Sunday’s Daily Herald, the single- 
engined plane was torn into many pieces as it hit the highway and slid into a 
fence. 

Harris, a professor in the English department, received a broken right 
shoulder, right foot, left or right hip and possible internal injuries. Jared 
received a broken right femur, right hip, left foot and internal injuries. 

The plane left Spanish Fork airport about 8:15 a.m. and went down as Harris 
tried to avoid some electrical wires between Payson and Benjamin, said Dave 
Hill, Utah County Sheriff Deputy in Sunday’s article. 

No reasons for the accident were given, but the FAA has been called in to 
investigate the crash. 


Colombia extradites three drug traffickers 


BOGOTA, Colombia — The Colombian government will extradite three 
more reputed cocaine traffickers wanted in the United States on charges of 
money- laundering and drug smuggling, an official said Sunday. 

The announcement came after a weekend of army raids on ranches believed 
owned by the country’s top two drug barons. Soldiers seized property includ- 
ing cattle, tropical birds and swimming pools, the army and the El Espectador 
daily said. 

A National Drug Council official, speaking on condition of anonymity, told 
The Associated Press the government has signed extradition orders for three 
imprisoned Colombians. 

The three were identified as Ana Helena Rodriguez, 37, jailed in Bogota and 
accused of drug trafficking; Bernardo Londono Quintana, 47, jailed in Bogota 
for allegedly laundering money; and Alberto Orlandez Gamboa, 37, jailed in 
Medellin, also for alleged laundering. 

It was not known if the three were notified. Once. notified, they have five 
days to appeal the extradition order. 


National Guard chopper wreckage found 


BOISE, Idaho — The wreckage of an Idaho Army National Guard heli- 
copter, reported missing earlier with four crew members aboard, was found 
Sunday morning in a remote southwestern Idaho mountain area. 

Capt. Kim P. Wortham, Guard spokesman, said search aircraft spotted the 
debris shortly after 9a.m. MDT, and a rescue unit was dispatched to the crash 
site 25 miles southeast of Boise. 

Wortham said there was no immediate word on the fate of the downed 
UH-1H “Huey” helicopter’s crew. Identities and crew members and other 
information about the crash were not immediately available. 

The crash site was near Danksin Peak, near Anderson Ranch Dam, he said.

Mother 
Teresa 
develops 
high fever

CALCUTTA, India — Nobel lau- 
reate Mother Teresa developed a high 
fever and an irregular heartbeat Sat- 
urday a day after suffering a heart 
attack, hospital officials said. 

Doctors said they have decided to 
place a temporary pacemaker to help 
the ailing heart of the frail 79-year-old 
nun, who has dedicated her life to the 
destitute and dying. 

Officials at Woodlands Nursing 
Home, where Mother Teresa was ad- 
mitted Tuesday, refused to elaborate 
or say whether they already im- 
planted the pacemaker. In a state- 
ment, they said the nun is not re- 
sponding to medication. 

“Her rising temperature and irreg- 
ularity of pulse is causing anxiety,” 
the statement said. 

Mother Teresa became ill Sept. 3 
and was admitted to the hospital’s in- 
tensive care unit last Tuesday. She 
suffered a heart attack on Friday, but 
doctors had said her condition had 
stabilized and she was improving. 

Saturday’s statement said Mother 
Teresa spent a “sleepless night” Fri- 
day but rested throughout the day 
Saturday. 

It said a renowned Calcutta physi- 
cian had been called for consultations, 
but did not name him.

Thousands of dollars are available 


in scholarships and fellowships for 
students interested in pursuing mas- 
ter’s and doctorate degrees. 

With deadlines in the next month 
for Rhodes, Marshall and National 
Science Foundation fellowships, as 
well as many others, a meeting has 
been scheduled Sept. 18 at 4:30 in 321 
MSRB. 

Information about available schol- 
arships will be presented and all in- 
terested students should attend, said 
S. Neil Rasband, associate dean of 
Honors and General Education. 

The meeting will address national 
scholarships a student may win and 
then take to a college of his choice. 

Of the many fellowships for gradu- 
ate work, the Rhodes Scholarship is 
perhaps the most prestigious, Ras- 
band said. Thirty-two students are 
selected from the United States to 
study at Oxford University. Strict re- 
quirements exist for this fellowship; 
for example, the student must not be 
older than 24 and must be unmarried. 
If the student receives the award, he 
or she cannot get married during the 
first year. 

The Rhodes Scholarship has some 
October deadlines, so students need 
to come to the meeting and get the 
required information, said Rasband. 

The National Science Foundation 
awards 800 scholarships to students 
in science and engineering. The schol- 
arship winners can take the money to 
the university of their choice. 

Last year, the NSF scholarships 
paid about a $14,000 yearly living 
stipend as well as full tuition and 
school expenses. 

The NSF looks at the Graduate 
Record Examination score, and the 
test deadline is in October, Rasband 
said. The GRE consists of three gen- 
eral.exams and a specific subject 
exam, such as physics for physics stu- 
dents.

A student with no more than 20 
graduate hours, this includes many 
first year graduate students, may still 
apply for the NSF scholarship. 

Applications for the Marshall 
Scholarship, which can be used at any 
British university, are due Oct. 15, 
Rasband said. 

The Rhodes, Marshall and Mellon 
applications include an undergradu- 
ate record and GPA, letters of recom- 
mendation and a written essay. The 
quality of the writing in the essay is 
very important, Rasband said. Pro- 
fessors nominate candidates for the 
Mellon fellowship. 

The Institute for Human Studies 
has about 15 different scholarships, 
such as the IHS John M. Olin Fellow- 
ship, worth $16,500, and the Claude 
R. Lambe Fellowship, worth $10,000. 

Scholarships are also available for 
students who are not seniors. Stu- 
dents need to apply during their 
sophomore year for the Truman 


-Scholarship, which is for people going 


into public service. 

About 50 scholarships with specific 
requirements, such as race, age and 
major, are also available, Rasband 
said. 

Less traditional scholarships are 
often announced throughout the year. 
The Daily Universe will be running a 
weekly “Fellowship Alert” for these 
scholarships. For example, last win- 
ter, the Naval Office of Research sent 
out a notice that it would be offering 
50 to 60 scholarships, comparable to 
those from the NSF. 

Many of the scholarships are not 
well publicized, Rasband said, or are 
offered only once. Fellowships like 
these will be announced in the weekly 
column. 

Another possible award is the Full- 
bright Scholarship, which pays for a 
year’s study abroad, often as part of a 
student’s degree program.

Childless couples 
can be helped by 


medical advances

Not being able to have children is 
always. something that happens to 
other people, never to oneself. 

But when the reality of infertility 
hits; it can be devastating said Alison 
Selfridge, a Provo woman. 

“The pain that comes (with infertil- 
ity) is when you become ready for a 
baby and nothing happens,” Selfridge 
said. 

Doctor Steven Dewey, obstetrician 
and gynecologist said, “The definition 
of infertility is experiencing one year 
of marital relations without achieving 
conception.” 

Doctor David H. Broadbent, obste- 
trician and gynecologist said, “When 
someone comes in thinking they are in 
this type of situation I usually begin 
with a past history and a physical and 
then do five things (tests) called an 
infertility work-up.” 

Dewey said people should not be 
afraid of the infertility work-ip. 

It is not painful or too expensive. 
Many’‘of the disorders are easily 
treatable and the treatment could al- 
low one'to have a baby.. 

“A basic complete infertility work- 
up costs around $2000 in Utah,” said 
Dewey. 

“It is important that the doctor goes 
through all the steps so as not to miss 
anything,” Dewey said. 

Selfridge said, “Sometimes it is 
easier to be told flat out that you can’t 


have children. Not knowing and won-

dering is the hardest time.” 

Ardeth G. Kapp, Young Womens 
General President of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
said in the February issue of the En- 
sign, “My husband and I do not have 


any children at the presenttime: Our |- 


blessings in this matter have been de- 
layed...” 

“Children come as an extension and 
expansion of the family. When a man 
and a woman are married they imme- 
diately becomea family and remain a 
family even in the temporary absence 
of children.” 

Selfridge said she had to work on 
her attitude. 

“You can let it destroy all family 
relations or go on in life. Not every- 
one can have seven kids.” 

Kapp said in her article, “I’ve 
learned that the only lasting peace is 
the péace*that comes when we learn 
the Lord’s will concerning our oppor- 
tunities in life.” 

“I think very religious people tend 
to not want to intervene in things be- 
yond their realm, ‘like infertility. 
They say if God wanted them to have 
children they would. They don’t take 
advantage of the opportunities that 
are out there,” Dewey said.. 

“Adoption and other options are 
available for couples that want to 
have children,” Broadbent said. 

Dewey said modern medical tech- 
nology has advanced so far that it is 
now possible to help many couples 
conceive that previously could not be 
helped. 

Kim Perry, adoption worker at 
LDS Social Services in Provo, said 
there is short term counseling and an 
adoption program available at LDS 
Social Services for those who are in- 
fertile. 
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washed. away when he arrived at the 
South China Sea as his escape with his 
girlfriend drew to an end in June. 

“The first step I took was into the 
sea, and I knew that I wouldn’t go 
back.” he said. “I didn’t feel anything 
because it was just after the massacre 
and my feelings were already frozen.” 

The China Information Center here 
has become his home. 

It is through this hub’s telephones, 
fax machines and: computers that he 
works to effect change in his native 
land. 

It’s a lot harder mission than in 
springtime, when events in Beijing 
riveted the world, and millions saw 
Wu’er’s drawn face as he stood up to 


Premier Li Peng and demanded a dia- 
logue. 

Then came the quiet morning after 
troops stormed the square on June 8, 
killing hundreds, maybe thousands, 
of dissidents. Wu’er found himself in 
an ambulance, bleeding internally as 
a result of his hunger strike. He was 
flanked by two dead friends and a 
wounded soldier. 

“If you experience that kind of mas- 


sacre, it changes your life,” said 
Wu’er. “Whenever I think of my 
friends who were murdered in 


Tiananmen Square, I feel the obliga- 
tion.” 

So did others, as he discovered dur- 
ing the next 10 days, when he fled the

hospital with the help of friends and 
searched for a safe route out of China. 

“In the city and in the country, the 
people protected me. Even people 
who I didn’t know kept quiet and im- 
mediately showed support,” said 
Wvrer, who tried to leave the country 
from eight cities before succeeding.

Wv’er said he and many other ex- 
iled students and supporters, as well 
as those who remained in China to 
work underground, are organizing.

BYU, Stanford, Harvard, Univer- 


sity of California at Berkeley, Ari- 
zona State University and University 
of Washington. The list of universi- 
ties is endless and the decision to pick 
one university was probably difficult. 
Although students come from places 
as far away as Czechoslovakia and as 
close as Springville, about 27,000 of 
them reached the same conclusion: 
BYU, 

The motivations to come to BYU 
vary as much as the make-up of the 
student body. The main reason stu- 
dents give for attending BY U is to get 
a broad education. Another common 
motivation among students who are 
members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints is to gain 
a stronger testimony of the Church. 

But these are the obvious reasons. 
What other factors draw students to 
BYU? What about those who aren’t 
members of the LDS Church? What is 
BYU noted for in the academic world? 

Questions like these may be hard to 
answer, for each person’ S$ opinicn is 
just that — an opinion — and any 
attempt at lists v uld be far fron. ex- 
haustive. But tuxing to a variety of 
students and faculty produced an im- 
age that slowly grew clearer and 
clearer — it’s what one professsor 
summed up as the “whole experi- 
ence.” 

Aaron Rasmussen is a recipient of 


the BYU Trustees four-year scholar- 
ship. He always planned to attend 
BYU, but considered applying to 
Stanford. The cost to apply discour- 
aged him. However, the circum- 
stances. of growing up in Utah and 
being raised by parents who attended 
this university made Rasmussen de- 
cide to apply only to BYU. 

Parents, friends and BY U-related 
groups often motivate students to at- 
tend. 

“T guess I was raised to be ‘true 
blue to BYU,’ ’ Rasmussen said and 
does not regret the decision. In this 
his first year, he said he discovered 
the reputation of BY U programs. 

“The honors program is a plus,” 
said Rasmussen, 18, from Kaysville, 
majoring in economics. “I think no 
matter what area I studied, I would 
get a broad education (at BYU),” he 
said. 

Many of the international students 
show an interest in applying to BYU 
after learning about the university 
through contacts with the Young Am- 
bassador touring group, students on 
the travel and study abroad program, 
scholars who go abroad to do research 
or through BYU students on intern- 
ship programs, said Ladd W. Hollist 
of the David M. Kennedy Center. 

Whether a member of the Church 
or not, another motivation is the envi- 
ronment, students say. Doyle E. Ro- 
bison, director of the nationally- 
known Skaggs Institute of Retail 
Management, agrees. 

“My experience in talking to vari-

ous non-members is they want to be in 
the kind of environment ... where 
they don’t have to deal with worldy 
things,” he said. The high morals and 
drug- and alcohol-free environment 
bring a great deal of respect, said Ro- 
bison, also a member of a BYU stake 
presidency, who is in constant contact 
with non-members. 

A third motivation might be the 
cost. BYU was named as one of the 
top 50 higher education schools in the 
country by Good Housekeeping 
magazine. It was also cited for its 
overall cost, which included tuition, 
room and board for two semesters, 
according to a BYU _ information 
packet. 

The nationwide reputation of col- 
leges serves as yet another motiva- 
tion. From his experience, Hollist 
said many students from the People’s 
Republic of China enter the College of 
Engineering and Technology for its 
reputation. 

In the College of Nursing, the repu- 
tation more often attracts students, 
said the dean of the college, June Leif- 
son. The family and nurse practi- 
tioner program is_ well-known 
throughout the country in nursing cir- 
cles, Leifson said. 

The college also rates as one of the 
top 10 programs nationwide in terms 
of graduates passing the standardized 
exam, according to an information 
file. About 95 percent of the students 
pass, Leifson said. “Even though it’s 
a very difficult program, they know 
they will do well (because of the qual-
